Americans spend an estimated $700 
million a year on nonprescription or 
over-the-counter cold remedies. 


In an effort to discover which 
medicines — if any — really work, the 
Food and Drug Administration set up a 
panel of nongovernment experts who 
studied the labels of cold, cough, 
allergy, bronchodilator and anti­ 
asthmatic drug products. 
Their findings echoed what many 
people had been saying for years: none 
of the nonprescription products will 
prevent, cure or even shorten the 
course of the common cold. 
The panel did find that some of the 
products eased the symptoms of a 
cold. It expressed concern, however, 
that there are so few single-ingredient 
products on the market. Combination 
drugs are often not necessary, the 
panel said, because different symp­ 
toms strike at different times, and 
may not be good for some people 
because of individual reactions to 
various ingredients. 
Similar concern over combination 
products has come from other sources. 
Joe Graedon, a pharmacologist and 
author of “ The People’s Pharmacy,” a 
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guide to various prescription and 
nonprescription drugs, says: “ There is 
almost no medical justification for 
products which contain so many dif­ 
ferent compounds all rolled up into one 
and there is reason to believe that 
there could be a negative effect.” 
Graedon also claims that an­ 
tihistamines commonly found in cold 
products should not be 
included. 
Antihistamines, he says, increase and 
thicken the mucus already in your 
lungs. 
The FDA panel, noting that an­ 
tihistamines 
are 
valuable 
for 
providing relief from hay fever 
symptoms, said there is “ little valid 
evidence” that they are effective in 
treating the common cold. It suggested 
additional testing and recommended 
that antihistamine labels be required 
to state clearly that the products are 
designed only for temporary relief of 
runny nose, sneezing, itching ot the 
nose or throat and itchy and watery 
eyes, but not for nasal symptoms such 
as stuffy noses. 
The FDA is still considering the 
panel’s recommendations and is 
studying comment received from the 
public and industry. A proposal based 
on the recommendations is expected 
later in the year. 
The study group reviewed some 90 
ingredients and placed each item in 
one of three categories: 
—Generally recognized as safe and 
effective and not mislabeled. 
—Not generally recognized us safe 
and effective or mislabeled.

The United States Environmental 
Protection Agency (U SEPA ) has 
proposed new sulfur dioxide emission 
standards that, if enacted, would 
seriously affect the production and use 
of Ohio coal. 
Pickaway County’s state senator, 
Oakley C. Collins, (R-I ronton) says 
Ohio uses more coal than any other 
state and should burn its own coal. 
“ We have a reasonably good supply of 
coal, but it’s a little high in sulfur,” he 
said. 
The senator said, “ 1 feel it is a 
necessity for the stale and federal 
governments to promote the use of 
coal wherever it can possibly be used. 
We should work toward finalizing 
methods in setting up air and water 
quality standards." 
He also said that the USEPA could 
allow more time for the technology of 
coal processing to improve so it can 
produce a cleaner coal. 
Collins said that burning Ohio coal 
will create new jobs and boost the 
state’s overall economy, not just in the 
southeast 
portion 
of 
Ohio 
but 
throughout the state. 
Coal is used for 41 per cent of Ohio’s 
energy needs, according to Peter 
Susey, deputy director of the Ohio 
Energy and Resource Development 


Agency (OERDA), compared with 17 
per cent for the nation. 
More than 99 per cent of Ohio’s coal 
has a sulfur content greater than 1.1 
per cent and most of it is greater than 
three per cent. Susey said. 
"Under the proposed USEPA plan, 
more than 55 per cent of the coal 
burned in the United States would have 
to be between 1.2 and 1.8 per cent 
sulfur dioxide coal This just doesn’t 
exist m Ohio,” he said. 
Susey said that the plan proposed by 
the USEPA would seriously affect 
Ohio's ability to become self-sufficient 
in using its own fuel sources. 
If the plan is adopted, he said, 7,100 
coal mining jobs will be lost in Ohio 
and Ohio coal production will be 
reduced 50 per cent. Susey said 11,000 
people are now employed in Ohio coal 
mining and coal transportation. 
According to a study made by the 
OERDA, 92 per cent of Pickaway 
County's coal would be unacceptable 
for use under the proposed plan. 
Other impacts of the regulations 
would be added costs to consumers to 
obtain fuel, adding to consumer costs

Jam es A. Rhodes may be able to use 
coal, on a regular basis in the not too 
distant future. Tile use of Ohio coal 
rem ains to be seen. 
The United States Environmental 
P rotection Agency (USEPA) has 
proposed new sulfur dioxide emission 
standards that, if enacted, would 
seriously affect the production and use 
of Ohio coal. 
Pickaway County’s state senator, 
Oakley C. Collins, (R-Ironton) says 
Ohio uses more coal than any other 
state and should burn its own coal. 
“We have a reasonably good supply of 
coal, but it’s a little high in sulfur,” he 
said. 
The senator said, “ I feel it is a 
necessity for the state and federal 
governments to promote the use of 
coal wherever it can possibly be used. 
We should work toward finalizing 
methods in setting up air and water 
quality standards.” 
He also said that the USEPA could 
allow more time for the technology of 
coal processing to improve so it can 
produce a cleaner coal. 
Collins said that burning Ohio coal 
will create new jobs anc! boost the 
state’s overall economy, not just in the 
southeast 
portion 
of 
Ohio 
but 
throughout the state. 
Coal is used for 41 per cent of Ohio’s 
energy needs, according to Peter 
Susey, deputy director of the Ohio 
Energy and Resource Development 


Agency (DERDA), compared with 17 
per cent for the nation. 
More than 99 per cent of Ohio’s coal 
has a sulfur content greater than 1.1 
per cent and most of it is greater than 
three per cent, Susey said. 
“ Under tile proposed USEPA plan, 
more than 55 per cent of the coal 
burned in the United States would have 
to be between 1.2 and 1.8 per cent 
sulfur dioxide coal. This just doesn’t 
exist in Ohio,” he said. 
Susey said that the plan proposed by 
the USEPA would seriously affect 
Ohio’s ability to become self-sufficient 
m using its own fuel sources. 
lf the plan is adopted, he said, 7,100 
coal mining jobs will be lost in Ohio 
and Ohio coal production will be 
reduced 50 per cent. Susey said 11,000 
people are now employed in Ohio coal 
mining and coal transportation. 
According to a study made by the 
DERDA, 92 per cent of Pickaway 
County's coal would be unacceptable 
for use under the proposed plan. 
Other impacts of the regulations 
would be* added costs to consumers to 
obtain fuel, adding to consumer costs 
and increasing utility bills 
for 
homeowners, Susey said. 
A 
survey 
of 
15 
“rural 
area” 
residences showed that this increase 
could range from 12 to 35 per cent of 
the utility bills, Susey said. 
He predicted that Ohio will continue 
to have an energy shortage for the next 
ten years, basing his opinion on in­ 
creased demands for energy in the 
future. 
There are alternative sources, Susey 
said, but there are also problems with 
them.

Emotions Stirred 
By Death Of Child 


ATHENS, Tenn. (AP) — A special 
sound-equipped room was readied at 
McMinn County Courthouse today to 
hold the overflow crowd expected at 
the trial of lionald and Wanda Gibson 
Maddux, charged with the beating 
death of Mrs. Maddux’s 4-year-old 
daughter, Melisha. 


The child’s nude body was found on a 
bare m attress in the unheated living 
room of the 
Maddux’s home 
in 
Cleveland, Tenn., last Oct 13 — just 
five months after the state returned 
Melisha to the couple. 


Tin* Madduxes had been convicted of 
abusing Melisha when she was ll 
months old and were jailed for six 
months. The state Human Services 
Department returned the child to them 
last May. 
Mrs. Maddux was alleged to have 
said her husband resented Melisha 
because the child was fathered by 
another man. Maddux reportedly told 


deputies that he began disciplining 
Melisha after she wet her pants. 
Maddux is alleged to have said he 
beat Melisha with a stick to keep her 
walking, and allegedly made the 
following statem ent: “ I made her keep 
walking back and forth all day to try 
and tire her out so that she would sleep 
that night. 
“ I kept giving her the hot sauce a 
tablespoon al a time. She asked me for 
a drink of water. I got a glass of water 
and told her if she would take the 
tablespoon of hot sauce, I would give 
her a drink. 
“She swallowed the hot sauce and I 
drank the glass of water.” 
Maddux told officers he gave 
Melisha a shower and sent her to bed 
alone, naked on the bare m attress in 
the cold living room. An autopsy 
concluded she died the 
following 
morning of shock and exposure. 
If convicted, the Madduxes could be 
sentenced to IO years to life in prison. 
Product Liability Claims Eyed By Assembly 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
M anufacturers’ product liability is the 
latest problem in the apparent further 
development of a legal doctrine that 
says “ when someone gets hurt, 
someone has to pay.” 
Rep. Vernon F. Cook, D-39 Cuyahoga 
Falls, said the problem is “near the 
dimensions” of the one that hit Ohio’s 
medical profession two years ago 
when doctors and hospitals found 
themselves virtually unable to buy 
liability insurance at any price. 
More recently, the Ohio State Bar 
Association took note of the same 
dilemma among lawyers—some of 
whom 
are suing 
each other 
for 
money—and called for a study to see if 
lawyers should follow the lead of 
physicians in .trying to set up their own 
insurance company. 
Cook introduced late last week a bill 
he said he hopes can help resolve the 
kinds of problems that come when a 
consumer or worker is injured by 
allegedly defective merchandise. 
The product can be a toothbrush, or 
anything from a football helmet to an 


electric range, or factory lathe to Pinto 
or Mercedes-Benz, he said. 


law suits arising from product in­ 
juries and deaths are on the increase. 
A legislative committee found that in 
some cases, m anufacturers’ liability 
insurance increased by as much as 900 
per cent in a year. Many Ohio finns 
are deciding to get out of the business 
to avoid what a spokesman called 
“ guaranteed losses.” 


Thomas R. Johnson, president of the 
Ohio M an u factu rers’ Association, 
generally lauded Cook’s bill but said it 
stops far short of what is needed. He 
said the measure only deals with about 
five or six of 18 problems the same 
committee pinpointed last year. 
As in the case of medical liability, 
the problem is filled with legal com­ 
plexities which the Summit County 
lawmaker acknowledged. “ I’m not a 
lawyer,” he said, adding that he hopes 
his bill can be at least a starting point 
for legislative hearings. 
Cook’s voluminous bill is expected to 
be referred to the House Committee on 


Insurance, Utilities, and Financial 
Institutions, possibly this week. The

The 49-year-old University of Akron 
political 
science 
professor 
in­ 
corporated into his bill some of the 
recommendations of the legislature’s 
joint select com m ittee on sm all 
business problems. It heard testimony 
late last year on various kinds of 
business problems, including product 
liability. 
Cook’s bill has as its main thrust two 
provisions th a t re stric t law suits 
against m anufacturers as to time. It 
carries a general statute of limitations 
of 12 years, but also states that 
m an u factu rers m ust 
label their 
products with guarantees which apply 
only for a fixed number of years. There 
would 
be 
no 
liability 
after 
the 
guarantee date expired. 


The legislation further provides for 
“scheduled payments of recovery” in 
those instances when a court awards 


damages. 
Instead of the current law which 
permits a plaintiff to receive a huge 
award at one time, perhaps running 
into hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
Cook 
would 
perm it 
installm ent 
payments only during the experted life 
time of the plaintiff. 


Precluding what he called “a bionic 
man theory,” payments would cease 
upon the death of the plaintiff. “Their 
relatives wouldn’t be enriched. I don’t 
think anyone should wind up better off 
than they were at the start,” he said. 


Cook said the 12-year statute of 
limitations proposed in his bill is “a 
much longer period” than the one or 
two years allowed for m edical 
malpractice suits. But he stressed that 
it is negotiable. “ It’s a reasonable and 
moderated place to start,” he said. 
At least, he added, it will “demon­ 
strate to the plaintiff bar, which will be 
upset with this (the legislation), that 
we are willing to be reasonable.” 
Currently, there is no statute of 
limitations on such proceedings, Cook 


said. 
Johnson 
said the manufactuers’ 
association, which has about 1,500 
members who operate 17,000 plants in 
Ohio, would like to see the bill go much 
further. It should put restrictions on 
third 
party 
suits 
in 
which 
a 
manufacturer can be held liable, for 
instance, when a worker is injured 
while using a machine that was pur­ 
chased from another manufacturer, he 
said. 


Traditionally, until recently, he said, 
such an 
employer 
was 
protected 
through the state workmen’s com­ 
pensation program when it awarded 
compensation to the injured party. 
Now, he said, these types of lawsuits 
are being filed that include the em­ 
ployer as a defendant — no m atter 
what has been paid by the state. 


Johnson also wondered whether the 
real answer might be in federal 
legislation, he said, adding “all of 
these products cross state lines.” 
But the OMA official said Cook’s bill 
is “a first step.” 


For example, he said there is 
adequate 
short-term 
supply 
petroleum obtained from crude oil, but 
Ohio currently does not have the 
transportation and refining capacity to 
obtain enough supply at all times. 
“ Electricity is adequate in Ohio 
which has an excess generating 
capacity. 
The Ohio Power 
Siting 
Com mission shows an adequate 
supply," Susey said, but 70 per cent of 
the current capacity will be needed for 
future plant additions. 
IiOW-sulfur coal from western states 
is available, but more must be pur­ 
chased to provide the same amount of 
heat as coal mined in Ohio. Much of the 
western coal is also high in particulate 
m atter, an important air pollutant, 
Susey said. 
Ninety-three per cent of Ohio’s gas 
comes from out-of-state, but these 
supplies are already decreasing, Susey 
said. 
He said the DERDA projects about a 
30 per cent increase in residential and 
com m ercial gas needs by 
1980. 
However, there will only be enough gas 
available 
in 
1980 to satisfy 
1972 
demands, he said. 
“ Coal is about the only resource with 
an excess supply that we (Ohio) will 
have in 1980. Coal is the one specific 
comm odity the state has in sufficient 
supply to meet our energy dem an.”

Doubt Nixon 
Made Deal 
With China 


WASHINGTON

- 
State 
Department officials say they are 
skeptical of a report that the Nixon 
administration made a secret com­ 
mitment to end relations with Taiwan 
in order to normalize relations with 
mainland China. 
Nonetheless, S ecretary of State 
Cyrus R. Vance said Sunday the State 
Department is checking all documents 
pertaining to American policy toward 
Olina to determine whether any such 
commitments were made by former 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 
Kissinger was not available for 
comment, nor was the only other of­ 
ficial known to have taken part in all 
consultations with Chinese leaders, 
Winston I-ord, the former director of 
the 
S tate 
D epartm ent’s 
Policy 
Planning Office. 
State Department officials said they 
knew of no commitments beyond those 
of the Shanghai Communique, which 
was signed five years ago today and 
which began a new era in Chinese- 
American relations. 
Columnist Joseph Kraft said Sunday 
that Kissinger promised in talks with 
Mao Tse-Tung that the United States 
would sever its diplom atic and 
security ties with Taiwan “in a couple 
of years.” 
The alleged K issinger prom ise, 
according to Kraft, was raised on Feb. 
8 by the head of the Chinese mission in 
Washington, Huang Chen, in a meeting 
with President Carter. 
Kraft said Carter ordered an in­ 
vestigation to determine if there was 
any documentation. 
On CBS’ “Face the Nation,” Vance 
expressed doubt that Kissinger would 
have made a secret commitment to the 
People’s Republic of China without 
tipping off the new administration. He 
said 
he 
received 
“ the 
fullest 
cooperation” from Kissinger during 
the transition period.

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Governors Slate 
M eet W ith Carter 


State Elected 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Carter, who used to be one himself, has 
promised the nation’s governors a 
groundfloor role in shaping federal 
programs, and they’re giving it a try 
today. 
Even California’s skeptical Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., who never 
bothered to come before, said the 
governors may have more clout with 
Carter in the White House 
“ Given the fact that we have a 
former governor as President, this 
may make the National Governors’ 
Conference a more effective vehicle 
for national public policy,” Brown 
said. 
“ We want to develop a continuing 
partnership that will bring about the 
fullest possible participation of state 
government in the federal decision­ 
making process,” said Gov. Heubin 
Askew of Florida, the conference 
chairman. 
That’s what Carter promised. Not in 
32 years, since the death of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, has a former governor held 
the White House, and Carter said he 
would not forget the lessons of his four 
years as governor of Georgia. 
He scheduled two hours of a White 
House work session with the governors 


today, with Vice President Walter 
Mondale and the Cabinet also on hand. 
The governors will go back Tuesday 
night for a black-tie dinner with 
Carter. 
The social visit is customary The 
working session is not. In addition to 
that, at least eight members of the 
Cabinet are to meet with governors in 
separate committee sessions during 
their two-day conference. 
The governors, from 46 states, with 
Missouri 
and 
Wyoming 
to 
be 
represented 
by 
other 
officials, 
assembled on Sunday, concentrating 
first on the problems presented by the 
severe winter weather and the drought 
confronting the West. 
Governors from 17 western states 
conferred on Sunday and avreed to ask 
Carter for special regional efforts to 
deal with the drought and the hard­ 
ships it is creating. They want disaster 
relief loans, livestock feed assistance 
and increased farm price supports. 
Gov. J. James Exon of Nebraska 
said he thinks the wheat price level 
should be raised from $2.25 a bushel, 
the current guarantee, to $2.85 or $3 to 
help farmers afflicted by the drought 
and to prevent a possible food shortage 
later.

Susey said the USE PA looked at 
added capital costs and ease of en­ 
forcement in making the proposed 
regulations. "It doesn’t reflect energy 
availability constraints which we think 
are important. This creates overkills, 
that is, it hurts some areas which could 
use coal,” Susey said. 
The Ohio Environmental Protection 
Agency (OEPA) is currently com­ 
piling testimony in order to create a 
state plan on emission controls. 
Allan Franks, chief of the OEPA 
Public Interest Center, said the agency 
hopes to come out with its own 
proposal within the next three months. 
"We want to do two things,” Franks 
said. “ First we want to insure that air 
quality standards are met and second, 
that the impact on Ohio coal is 
minimized. We want to insure that 
Ohio can produce coal. 
"Our feeling is that the data used to 
write the federal regulations are 
inaccurate,” he said. "They set their 
standards for emission limits on the 
basis of all plants operating seven days 
a week, 24 hours per day, at maximum 
capacity. 
“ This 
is 
unrealistic. 
Most 


operations are run five or six days a 
week for eight, 16 or 24 hours per day. 
Mo& companies average only a 70 to 80 
per cent-capacity.” 
Franks said, "Many regulations are 
too strict and some are too lenient. Our 
feeling is that only nine counties in 
Ohio have a sulfcr dioxide problem, 


“ These counties comprise the 
Cleveland, Youngstown, Steubenville, 
Toledo, Columbus and Ironton areas.” 
Franks said that these areas need 
strict controls but the rest of the state 
should be on a maintenance standard 
because it already meets current air 
quality regulations. 


Most of the state has litlle or no air 
pollution problems, he said. 
“ We want to maintain areas that are 
clean, correct the areas that are bad, 
but enable Ohio coal to be produced,” 
Franks said. 
"It is estimated that natural gas will 
run out in 20 years while Ohio coal will 
be available for 500 years. 
"We want to come up with the best 
program possible to maintain a clean 
environment and provide for the 
energy needs of Ohio and elsewhere,” 
Franks said.

One of the agencies is the 41-member 
White House O FFICE OF Telecom­ 
munications Policy. Its staff mem­ 
bers, tucked away in a high-rise office 
two blocks from the White House, say 
that only recently have they had 
frequent contact with the President’s 
office. 
Richard Nixon established the 
agency. Its original director, Clay 
Whitehead, placed it in the spotlight by 
attacking network news organizations 
for dispensing “ elitist gossip” and 
"ideological plugola.” 
Recently, however, it has been 
quietly considering such topics as 
electronic communications policies, 
expansion of television broadcasting, 
home computers and the electronic 
transfer of funds by banks.

l/)NDON (AP) - Customs officers 
said today they seized 26 pounds of 
heroin worth an estimated $8.5 million 
on a Malaysian freighter in Cardiff on 
Sunday, half as much as was found in 
Britain through all of 1976. 
The seizure, believed to be Britain’s 
largest, came amid a major police 
campaign to prevent Chinese secret 
societies known as Triads from 
moving into Britain to organize 
largescale dope smuggling. 
Police estimate a staggering five 
tons of heroin was smuggled into 
Europe last year, most through the 
Dutch ports of Amsterdam and Rot­ 
terdam. 
"This is a major breakthrough," a 
senior Scotland Yard officer com­ 
mented. “ But we’re under no illusions 
about how much of this heroin is 
getting through. We’ve got a long way 
to go yet.” 
Officers said the heroin seized 
Sunday was believed to be “brown 
sugar” from the “Golden Triangle’’ 
wilderness where Thailand, I^aos and 
Burma come together.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Unem­ 
ployment in Ohio last year averaged 
369,000, which is 7.8 per cent of the 
civilian labor force, the Bureau of 
Employment Services reported today. 
Corresponding figures for 1975, a 
recession year, were 430,000 and 9.1 
per cent. 
The national unemployment rate 
averaged 8.5 per cent in 1975 and 7.7 
per cent in 1976. 
The impact of the energy crisis on

unemployment 
should 
be 
reflected in February figures which 
will be available in March. 
The bureau says no one has deter­ 
mined precisely how many layoffs this 
winter have been energy related. 
Exact statistics have been hampered 
because everyone laid off does not 
claim unemployment compensation, 
officials say. 
However, according to bureau 
statistics, 73,000 claims were filed in 
Ohio by persons newly unemployed 
due to energy shortages between Jan. 
17 and Feb. 19. 
Unemployment benefits funded 
through Ohio law totaled $48.3 million 
in January. The amount is up ll per 
cent from December but down nearly 9 
per cent from January 1976. February 
costs are expected to run around $55 
million. 
The Ohio Unemployment Trust Fund 
totaled less than $143 million as of Jan. 
31. First quarter tax collections are 
due April 30. Officials say that if the 
fund is depleted, federal interest-free 
loans would be available to the state.

Th e Tu n a Fle e ts 


Two y ears ago tu na fishermen killed 
154.000 porpoises iri the Pacific Ocean. 
The ecologists made a good case in 
Congress for the friendly , defenseless 
porpoises and the bad, bad fishermen 
The facts are complex There are no 
v illainou s aspects. The fishermen do 
not want to net porpoises. They are 
after tu na. Unfortu nately , tu na swim 
u nder and behind schools of porpoises. 
The big boats ou t of San Diego and San 
Pedro mu st first search for frolicking 
porpoises. 
Porpoises are animals. They breatl ¡-j 
air. When they are cau ght in a net with 
the v alu able tu na, porpoises panic and 
strangle to death. Iziws hav e had been 
passed to protect the porpoises now 
inhibit fishermen from catching tu na. 
Some fishermen are bankru pt try ing 
to obey the law. When they spot por­ 
poises at sea, they set their ru ts in a 
big arc behind the mother ship. Small 
noisy speedboats are lau nched to scare 
the tu na into the mou th of the net. 
When porpoises leap inside, the 
speedboat pilots mu st prev ent the 
sagging ru t from collapsing on them. 
They mu st also y ank the rear part of 
the net and sink it so that porpoises can 
find a way ou t. Thu s a can of tu na 
becomes more and more ex pensiv e. 
Ancient Greece looked u pon the

porpoise as an intelligent friend of 
man. A classic statu e was designed 
showing a joy ou s Greek boy riding the 
glistening back of a porpoise, hanging 
onto the dorsal fin, 
. 
Today there are sailors who believ e 
that, if a .«(hip sinks, porpoises will 
su rface and show the way to shore 
This is legendary sentiment. Porpoises 
are shy animals. Inside a net, some 
will drop slowly to the bottom and 
committ su icide. 
They liv e in all seas family -sty le. 
They swim by thrashing their tails u p 
and down and can reach 24 miles per 
hou r. In schools, the y ou ng bu lls are 
placed on the ou tside of the grou p, 
ex pedant mothers in the middle. 
When a mother is abou t to giv e birth, 
her recessed nipples fill with milk. 
Other females su rrou nd her as she 
swims. The infant will be an animal, 
not a fish. It will requ ire air to liv e. 
At the moment of birth, a pre- 
seleeled female grabs the baby in tier 
mou th, snaps the u mbilical cord, and 
races for the su rface. The baby is 
thrown into air. When it slaps back 
onto the sea, this amou nts to a slap and 
breathing begins.

leadership meeting apparently led 
some listeners to believ e he asked U.S. 
intelligence agencies to spy on 
members of the committee. 
Bu t Inou y e denied in a statement 
Friday that be had asked the FBI or 
CIA to place committee members 
u nder su rv eillance. 
The White Hou se also denied it, and 
spokesman Jody Powell qu oted the 
President as say ing he did not think 
Inou y e had said 
“any thing so 
ridicu lou s” du ring the meeting last 
Tu esday . 


“No one has been placed u nder 
su rv eillance to date,” said Inou y e, a 
Hawaii 
Democrat. 
He 
added, 
“According to the FBI, there has been 
no attempt to infiltrate the com­ 
mittee.” 
Inou y e said he did ask that the CIA 


and FBI “promptly inform the com­ 
mittee of any information coming to 
their attention which reflects that 
foreign intelligence serv ices are 
directing operations against members 
or staff of the committee.” 
Inou y e said he did that becau se 
“early on as chairman of this com­ 
mittee it became apparent that one 
step to be taken was to make certain 
that members and the staff shou ld be 
protected from foreign intru sion. 
“ .... on behalf of the committee, I 
asked the intelligence commu nity to 
keep its ey es and ears open and if they 
learned of any activ ity indicating that 
we were being targeted, we shou ld be 
u nmediately notified.” 
Inou y e cited the Korean CIA as a 
foreign agency reported to hav e giv en 
gifts to members of Congress in retu rn 
for fav ors. 
“If any thing like that were to 
compromise a staff member or 
member of the committee, I wou ld 
want to know abu t it immediately ,” be 
said.

The crew mu st be prepared to 
remain at sea two or three months to 
catch this mu ch. Ashore, a fu ll hold 
will get $1 million for a large catch, 
abou t .'10 cents a pou nd. 
Gov ernment 
scientists 
are. 
belatedly , try ing to help fishermen to 
design big nets of fine mesh which will 
hold tu na, bu t permit porpoises to 
escape. It is too late for some 
seafarers, whose boats were sold at 
au ction for bank debts and mortgages. 
Tu na fishing isn’t really fishing It’s 
hu nting. When the porpoises are 
discov ered - sometimes 500 m a school 
- the lou dspeakers aboard the mother 
ship blare for action. Small hosts slip 
into the sea. They circle ou tside the 
school, making high whining noises 
and rooster tails in the sea. 
The big boat circles slowly , the net 
open on one side. The speedboats 
literally scare the tu na toward the net. 
Some of the porpoises leap from the 
sea rnto the seine. A few do not wait for 
the rear of the net to be su bmerged so 
they can escape They div e v ertically 
to death.

You and y ou r family are now adding 
to the pain of this catastrophe y ou r 
own sense of gu ilt for not hav ing been 
able to prev ent this. 
Su icide presents many qu estions. 
Why does someone decide to take his 
own life? Are there early signs by 
which the potential su icide can be 
recognized? Cou ld his life hav e been 
redirected and rehabilitated? Who 
shou ld assu me this responsibility ? 
The precipitating factors for the 
impu lse to su icide may be any of a 
nu mber of things. Incu rable disease, 
loneliness, u nrequ ited lov e, loss of 
wealth or statu s, the hu miliation of 
hav ing to liv e with an u nacceptable 
social situ ation.

Pay Ple a 
Re je c te d 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
legislatu re has refu sed, at least 
temporarily , to force Ohio’s employ ers 
to pay ov ertu ne costs of highway 
patrol inv estigators in a statewide 
probe of the workmen’s compensation 
program. 
Approv ed Thu rsday and sent to Gov . 
James A. Rhodes was a su pplemental 
appropriation of $87 3,688 for the 
Bu reau of Worker’s Compensation and 
Indu strial Commission. They ad­ 
minister the inju red workers’ program 
with assessments collected from 
participating employ ers. 


At the ou tset, the measu re was 
designed to pay the costs of im­ 
plementing reforms in the abu se- 
ridden sy stem that were ordered by 
the legislatu re last y ear after a lengthy 
inv estigation. 
Howev er, some costs of the in­ 
v estigation itself, inclu ding $205,000 for 
the patrol, were inclu ded in the requ est 
along with other fu nds in a bill that 
started ou t totaling $1.6 million. 


Nearly 100 indictments hav e been 
retu rned in the Clev eland area where 
most of the abu ses were fou nd, and u p 
to 400 may be in the offing, said 
Indu strial Commission Chairman 
William Johnston. 
The bill for the patrol ov ertime in­ 
clu ded $77,000 so far, in the still 
ongoing inv estigation, along with 
$128,000 in anticipated fu tu re patrol 
costs. 


A so-called frau d au dit of the sy stem 
and still another inv estigation by the 
attorney general’s office were paid 
with av ailable fu nds or with releases 
by the controlling board from the 
state’s all pu rposes emergency fu nd. 
The appropriation sent to the 
gov ernor is designed to pay the costs of 
reforms ordered by the legislatu re for 
the last fou r months of the cu rrent 
bienniu m ending Ju ne 30.

emotional tu rbu lence within his life. 
Fear, anx iety , sev ere neu roses and 
ev en psy chotic patterns are in­ 
separably intertwined in the com­ 
plex ity of a person’s decision to 
destroy himself. Had any of his 
emotional needs been ev ident and had 
the warning signs of emotional stress 
been apparent, professional gu idance 
by a psy chiatrist or psy chologist might 
hav e prev ented the despair leading to 
his decision. 
Perhaps the greatest single lesson to 
be learned is not to ov erlook the su btle 
changes of personality and the 
alterations of moods that often cry ou t 
to be recognized. Mild or sev ere 
depression 
cannot 
be 
cau sally 
disregarded in the hope that time alone 
will allev iate the intensity of su ch 
depression. 
With intensiv e psy chiatric su pport, 
many of these u nhappy people can find 
reasons for liv ing and for enjoy ing 
their natu ral birthright to happiness, 
in their families and in their com­ 
mu nities. 
“Rehashing” and reliv ing ev ery 
aspect of this family disaster tu n only 
serv e to fu rther u ndermine y ou r own 
potentials for liv ing.

Once again the pu blic is being 
bombarded with political debate ov er 
what pu blic policies, if any , shou ld be 
u sed to deal with energy shortages. A 
fav orite dev ice of those in gov ernment 
who hav e little or no u nderstanding of 
how to end economic shortages is to 
call for distribu ting the hardship 
equ ally so that all citizens su ffer 
together in the spirit of equ alitarian 
misery . Some politicians wou ld hav e 
u s believ e that rationing is only a short 
term dev ice to be u sed u ntil total 
su pply ex pands. 
Rationing is based u pon the principle 
that in time of shortage the decisions of 
social planners regarding how mu ch of 
a good each person shou ld be per­ 
mitted to bu y are su perior to the 
v olu ntary marketplace where in­ 
div idu al bu y ers and sellers arriv e at 
these decisions.

The Tuna Fleets 


Two years ago tuna fishermen killed 
154,000 porpoises in the Pacific Ocean. 
The ecologists made a good case in 
Congress for the friendly, defenseless 
porpoises and the bad, bad fishermen. 
TTie facts are complex. There are no 
villainous aspects. The fishermen do 
not want to net porpoises. They are 
after tuna. Unfortunately, tuna swim 
under and behind schools of porpoises. 
Tile big boats out of San Diego and San 
Pedro must first search for frolicking 
porpoises. 
Porpoises are animals. They breathe 
air. When they are caught in a net with 
the valuable tuna, porpoises panic and 
strangle to death. I-m s have had been 
passed to protect the porpoises now 
inhibit fishermen from catching tuna. 
Some fishermen are bankrupt trying 
to obey the law. When they spot por­ 
poises at sea, they set their nets in a 
big arc behind the mother ship. Small 
noisy speedboats are launched to scare 
the tuna into the mouth of the net. 
WI)en porpoises leap inside, the 
speedboat pilots must prevent the 
sagging net from collapsing on them. 
They must also yank the rear part of 
the net and sink it so that porpoises can 
find a way out. Thus a can of tuna 
becomes more and more expensive. 
Ancient Greece looked upon the

porpoise as an intelligent friend of 
man. A classic statue was designed 
.showing a joyous Greek boy riding the 
glistening back of a porpoise, hanging 
onto the dorsal fin.

Today there are sailors who believe 
that, if a «ihip sinks, porpoises will 
surface and show the way to shore 
This is legendary sentiment. Porpoises 
are shy animals. Inside a net, some 
will drop slowly to the bottom and 
committ suicide. 
They live in all seas family-style. 
They swim by thrashing their tails up 
and down and can reach 24 miles per 
hour. In schools, the young bulls are 
placed on the outside of the group, 
expectant mothers in the middle. 
When a mother is about to give birth, 
her recessed nipples fill with milk. 
Other females .surround her as she 
swims. The infant will be an animal, 
not a fish. It will require air to live. 
At the moment of birth, a pre­ 
selected female grabs the baby in lier 
mouth, snaps the umbilical cord, and 
races for the surface. Tile baby is 
thrown into air. When it slaps back 
onto the sea, this amounts to a slap and 
breathing begins.

Even when it 
grows and is moved to the outer edge 
Find Inouye Sought 
Help From FBI, CIA

Sen. Daniel Inouye’s account of that

some listeners to believe he asked U.S. 
intelligence agencies to spy on 
members of the committee. 
But Inouye denied in a statement 
Friday that he had asked the FBI or 
CIA to place committee members 
under surveillance. 
The White House also denied it, and 
spokesman Judy Powell quoted the 
President as saying he did not think 
Inouye 
had 
said 
“ anything 
so 
ridiculous” during the meeting last 
Tuesday. 


“No one has been placed under 
surveillance to date,” said Inouye, a 
Hawaii 
Democrat. 
He 
added, 
“According to the FBI, there has been 
no attempt to infiltrate the com­ 
mittee.” 
Inouye said he did ask that the CIA 


and FBI “promptly inform the com­ 
mittee of any information coming to 
their attention which reflects that 
foreign intelligence services are 
directing operations against members 
or staff of the committee.” 
Inouye said he did that because 
“early on as chainnan of this com­ 
mittee it became apparent that one 
step to be taken was to make certain 
that members and the staff should be 
protected from foreign intrusion. 
“ .... on behalf of the committee, I 
asked the intelligence community to 
keep its eyes and ears open and if they 
learned of any activity indicating that 
we were being targeted, we should be 
immediately notified.” 
Inouye cited the Korean CIA as a 
foreign agency reported to have given 
gifts to members of Congress in return 
for favors.

A cousin of mine, who was in perfect 
health, committed suicide. He was 
married, had two children, a good job 
and was well off financially. The 
family keeps rehashing this tragedy, 
wondering what we did to cause it or 
did not do that could have prevented it. 
Mrs. E. Y.,S.D. 
Dear Mrs. Y.: 
The key word in your letter is, of 
course, “perfect.” Obviously your 
cousin was not in perfect health. For 
perfect health means perfect physical 
and emotional well-being. These he did 
not have. 
You and your family are now adding 
to the pain of this catastrophe your 
own sense of guilt for not having been 
able to prevent this. 
Suicide presents many questions. 
Why does someone decide to take his 
own life? Are there early signs by 
which the potential suicide can be 
recognized? Could his life have been 
redirected and rehabilitated? Who 
should assume this responsibility? 
The precipitating factors for the 
impulse to suicide may be any of a 
number of things. Incurable disease, 
loneliness, unrequited love, loss of 
wealth or status, the humiliation of 
having to live with an unacceptable 
social situation. 
As close as you were to your cousin, 
you probably had no knowledge of the

emotional turbulence within his life. 
Fear, anxiety, severe neuroses and 
even psychotic patterns are in­ 
separably intertwined in the com­ 
plexity of a person’s decision to 
destroy himself. Had any of his 
emotional needs been evident and had 
the warning signs of emotional stress 
been apparent, professional guidance 
by a psychiatrist or psychologist might 
have prevented the despair leading to 
his decision. 
Perhaps the greatest single lesson to 
be learned is not to overlook the subtle 
changes of personality and the 
alterations of moods that often cry out 
to be recognized. Mild or severe 
depression 
cannot 
be 
causally 
disregarded in the hope that time alone 
will alleviate the intensity of such 
depression. 
With intensive psychiatric support, 
many of these unhappy people can find 
reasons for living and for enjoying 
their natural birthright to happiness, 
in their families and in their com­ 
munities.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
legislature has refused, at least 
temporarily, to force Ohio’s employers 
to pay overtime costs of highway 
patrol investigators in a statewide 
probe of the workmen’s compensation 
program.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - For the 
second time in two years a court has 
ruled that mourning doves can’t be 
hunted in Ohio. 
The first time it happened was in 
1975, just one day before the state's 
first dove season in 60 years. 
The injunction issued then 
was 
dissolved a couple of days later in 
another court order and dove hunters 
were given the goahead for what state 
wildlife officials term ed a very suc­ 
cessful season. 
At that time there was a great hue 
and cry raised against the sport of 
dove hunting by preservationist 
groups, which included Friends of Ani­ 
mals, headed by author Geveland 
Amory, and the Toledobased Inter­ 
national Fund for Animals. 
Several legislators joined in the fray 
on the side of the preservationists and 
the House passed a bill outlawing dove 
hunting. When the measure got to the

An average of 2,412 persons in 
Pickaway County participated in the 
Federal Food Stamp Program each 
month during 1976. Food Stamp par­ 
ticipants were not the only individuals 
to benefit from this program, ac­ 
cording to a report from the Food 
Stamp Bureau in the Ohio Department 
of Public Welfare.

Senate it was defeated. 
The brouhaha began when preser­ 
vationists discovered that the wildlife 
division had set a two-segment season 
on the swift-flying gamebird. Tile divi­ 
sion had acted under the legislature- 
passed 1973 Endangered Species Ari. 
In passing the measure, the legislature 
relinquished control over the setting of 
hunting seasons to the Division of 
Wildlife. 
Until the 
season 
was 
set, 
the 
mourning dove- a migratory bird, 
hunted in more than 30 states had 
been classified as a songbird in Ohio. 
None had objected to the change 
during well publicized hearings held 
by the division’s Wildlife 
Council 
before the move. 
Wildlife biologists estimated the 
mourning dove population in Ohio at 
about 7.4 million in 1975 and again in 
1976. 
“The 1973 act gave us the regulatory 
authority,” said wildlife division chief 
Dale Haney. “With that act they (the 
legislature) included language that 
said in essence that the Division of 
Wildlife, with approval of the Wildlife 
Council, 
had authority 
over 
wild 
anim als.” 
Haney said two judges ruled in the 
m atter back in 1975, both acting on the 
side of the season-setting. 
No fuss was raised at all about the 
1976 dove season and most sportsmen 
felt the problem was a thing of the 
past. 
The latest ruling, from the Lucas 
County Court of Appeals, came out of 
the original suit filed by law rence 
Hvter of Toledo, as a representative of 


the Fund For Animals. His attorney in 
the case was Arthur Wilkowski, a 
Democratic member of the House 
from Toledo. Wilkowski was one of the 
proponents of the legislation to ban 
dove hunting. 
The state has about one month in 
which to act and ifs likely the ruling 
will be appealed to the Supreme Court, 
but no final decision has been made. 
Department attorneys are studying 
the ruling now and “serious con­ 
sideration is being given to an appeal," 
Haney said.

‘‘I told Lee we were only g oing to he 
in the air 20 miniftes, biA he insisted we 
g et the raft and made me pu t a life v est 
on,” William Bozman, 35, said late 
Friday after he and Iceland Cranm er, 
30, were rescu ed.

I^au derdale on the final leg of a trip 
from Sparrows Point, Md.,to Bimini in 
The B aham as for some fishing . 
Cranmer rented the inflatable raft 
before they left. 
Bozman, president of Tidewaters 
Helicopters in Sparrows Point, told 
reporters at Cape Canav eral Hospital 
that the $305,000 Gazelle helicopter 
cau g ht fire shortly after they left Fort 
I^au derdaie. 
He said they were at 3,000 feet ov er 
the Gu lf Stream when Cranmer y elled, 
“ We're on fire. We’re g oing down!” 
Bozman said the helicopter’s blades 


prov ided lift that kept the aircraft 
from falling too fast He said it was 
aboiA 20 feet from the water when he 
ju mped, taking the life raft with him. 
“ He (C ranm er> was rig ht behind 
m e,” said Bozman. 


He said the helicopter went u nder 
within two minu tes, leav ing him and 
Cranmer in the raft withou t food or 
water and ex pecting to die. 
“We thou g ht it was all ov er. We 
thou g ht it was a hellu v a way to die and 
hav e to wind u p when we had so mu ch 
g oing for u s.

“When the hig hway s were bu ilt, the 
main idea was to bu ild them as fast 
and straig ht as possible,” McComas 
said. “ When the hills and mou ntains 
are cu t into ju st any where, the slopes 
ran fall and flow ou t ov er the hig hwav . 


“ Many 
areas 
a re 
seriou sly 
deteriorating ,” McComas said. “ If 
they simply remov e the dirt that is 
threatening a road it ju st starts m ore 
land sliding . 


“ My job has been to also ev alu ate 
the techniqu es the state has u sed to 
correct these problems,” McComas 
said. “ In some cases y ou may hav e 
seen these . . . blankets of rocks on the 
side of a hill. In some cases these work 
beau tifu lly and in other cases it cau ses 
it."

Pair From Ocean 


COCOA BEACH, Fla. (AP) - Two 
men who spent nearly four days 
drifting in the Atlantic after their 
helicopter crashed credit their sur­ 
vival to a $6*a-day rented life raft the 
pilot insisted on taking along. 
“ I told Lee we were only going to be 
in the air 20 minutes, but he insisted we 
get the raft and m ade me put a life vest 
on,” William Bozman, 35, said late 
Friday after he and Inland Cranmer, 
30, were rescued. 
They had been m issing 
since 
Tuesday, 
when 
they 
left 
F ort 
lauderdale on the final leg of a trip 
from Sparrows Point, Md., to Bimini in 
The B aham as for some fishing. 
Cranmer rented the inflatable raft 
before they left. 
Bozman, president of Tidewaters 
Helicopters in Sparrows Point, told 
reporters at Cape Canaveral Hospital 
that the $305,000 Gazelle helicopter 
caught fire shortly after they left Fort 
lauderdale. 
He said they were at 3,000 feet over 
the Gulf Stream when Cranmer yelled, 
‘‘We’re on fire. We’re going down!” 
Bozman said the helicopter’s blades 


provided lift that kept the aircraft 
from falling too fast. He said it was 
about !M) feel from the water when he 
jumped, taking the life raft with him. 
‘‘He (Cranm er) was right behind 
m e,” said Bozman. 


He said the helicopter went under 
within two minutes, leaving him and 
Cranmer in the raft without food or 
water and expecting to die. 
“ We thought it was all over. We 
thought it was a helluva way to die and 
have to wind up when we had so much 
going for us. There was no hope. We 
both accepted it, but we weren’t going 
to try and drown ourselves — we didn’t 
want to die.” 
The U.S. Coast Guard began sear­ 
ching late Tuesday, but lookouts were 
unable to spot the raft in heavy ocean 
swells. The swells continued through 
Thursday and caused both men to 
vomit a lot, said Bozman. 


The sea was calm Friday when they 
were spotted by a Coast Guard aircraft 
which summoned an Air Force rescue 
helicopter. They were picked up 35 
miles northeast of Cape Canaveral.

There also are random shakedown 
or extortion operations, it said, where 
a gang member might demand lunch 
money from classm ates under threats 
of retaliation if they refuse. 
The report said school violence and 
vandalism has become a serious and at 
tim es critical problem in American 
education. 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D -Ind., sub­ 
committee chairm an, said vandalism 
in the schools costs about $600 million a 
year and 70,000 serious physical 
assaults occur on teachers and hun­ 
dreds of thousands of assaults on 
students in the schools each year. 
Bayh discussed the report at the 
opening of a three-day conference on 
school violence sponsored by the 
National Education Association. 
The NEA, an

Prof Slates 
Road Study 
For Durability 


KEN'!', Ohio (AP) — A geology 
professor at Kent State University 
says he hopes to discover the key to 
designing more durable roads by 
studying what causes the small land­ 
slides that break up the nation’s high­ 
ways. 
Dr. Murray McComas, director of 
geology at Kent State, has been 
awarded $24,000 from the state tran­ 
sportation department and federal 
highway administration to study the 
land movement that can cause high­ 
way landslides. 


While most landslides aren’t serious, 
the Ohio highway department reports 
spending $1 million annually to repair 
roads damaged by such slides. 
“ When the highways were built, the 
main idea was to build them as fast 
and straight as possible,” McComas 
said. ‘‘When the hills and mountains 
are cut into just anywhere, the slopes 
can fall and Bow out over the highway. 


‘‘Many

seriously 
deteriorating," McComas said. “ If 
they simply remove the dirt that is 
threatening a road it just starts more 
land sliding. 


“ My job has been to also evaluate 
tile techniques the state has used to 
correct these problems,” McComas 
said. “ In some cases you may have 
seen these . . . blankets of rocks on the 
side of a hill. In some cases these work 
beautifully and in other cases it causes 
it.”

A ntarctic 
G rab Bag 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Research in Antarctica, the 
earth’s “ last continent,” has 
uncovered possible oil and 
mineral wealth, 
causing 
concern among scientists, 
environm entalists 
and 
government officials that the 
frozen continent will become 
an international grab bag, 
says National Geographic. 
Ten nations now maintain 
year-round research stations 
in Antarctica and during the 
summer, when dozens of 
camps are established, some 
2,000 scientists probe the icy 
continent. Its 5.5 million 
square miles are covered by 7 
million cubic miles of ice as 
much as 14,000 feet deep in 
places. 
Scientists have found coal 
seams up to 16 feet thick, 
manganese ore on the coast of 
Wilkes Land and natural gas 
and oil beneath the Ross Sea. 
The 
Antarctic 
Treaty, 
signed by 12 nations in 1959, 
banned all military activity 
or nuclear dumping and 
suspended territorial claims 
for 30 years. But the treaty 
neither 
endorsed 
nor 
restricted future exploitation, 
and as scientists uncover new 
possible wealth, clauns to the 
region 
proliferate. 
Last 
summer the 12 treaty nations 
met in Paris to discuss rights 
to Antarctic resources and to 
prepare for a high-level 
conference on the .subject in 
London in 1977.
